Time for football's 
right of reply 


Dear Sir, 

The angry letter from 
Andrew Torpy of Kilmore in 
edition of October 24 
demands a reply in my 
defence. 

Obviously he missed the 
‘Ron Barassi Memorial 
Lecture’ given by Dr 
Margaret Linley which was 
given space in ABSW of 
October 3. This lady, I 
believe in a good natured 
way, had a dig at Soccer and 
at Rugby while extolling the 
virtues and delights of 
Australian Rules, 

No person who loves their 
favourite code of football 
and feels passionately about 
it could remain silent in the 
face of such remarks. 

With due respect to Ron 
Barassi he can hardly have 
counted his time as coach of 
the Sydney Swans as success. 
There he failed. However he 
had to put up with little 
money and many off-field 
dramas. This is no recipe for 
success, 

There are many observers 
of football who believe that 
three seasons in charge of 
one club as coach is long 
enough. It doesn’t matter 
how many times a coach has 
put teams on the park, the 
only measure is how many 
wins did they achieve. 

The comment about 
relative ‘target’ size could 
have been checked with 


some basic research. The 
Soccer target called the 
‘goals’ in 8 foot high by 24 
foot wide that's 192 square 
feet. Aussie Rules have three 
posts with no cross bar, so 
the ball can be kicked from 
ground level up to as high as 
the goal umpire can see to 
score a ‘goal’. 

As | said before rewards 
come for just missing and 
according to my reference 
book are called behinds for 
which one point is awarded. 
A sort of consolation. 

The distance between the 
posts is 6.4 metres or 25 foot 
6 inches and there are three 
posts, that makes over 75 
feet to shoot at and virtually 
limitless height but let's say 
30 feet which makes about 
2,250 square feet. Over 10 
times as much space to aim 
at as a Soccer player. 

Realistically there is only 
one World Game. 
Association Football is 
played in more than 190 
countries, There is a game 
going on somewhere in the 
world almost every second 
of time, 

The game was devised 
outside Australia. The first 
competitive game took place 
in Australia 115 years ago. 
The oldest clubs in this 
country are in the Hunter 
Valley near Newcastle. 
Wallsend and Adamstown 
Rosebud were formed in the 


1995 


1880s. Association football 
was played in the Western 
Australia goalfields during 
the 1890s. 

Thave actually attended 
more games of Australian 
Rules than I have Rugby 
League. Football Park in 
Adelaide is brilliant but so 
big. Three contests of the 
World Game could probably 
be held simultaneously on 
the ground. 

I make no apologises for 
drawing sexual connotations 
in my previous letter on the 
subject. Afterall the deliverer 
of the lecture did exactly that. 

‘Mr Torpy, just remember, 
you and I are talking about 
games. We both call them 
football. They are none the 
less just games. They 
probably shouldn't be 
treated too seriously. 

‘The last word is given to 
one of the greatest and most 
successful football coaches 
ever to have charge of a 
team, the late Bill Shankly of 
Liverpool, England fame. He 
said, “Some people think 
football is a matter of life 
and death. I don't like that 
attitude. I can assure them it 
is much more serious than 
that.’ Certainly a great 
memorial to a brilliant 
tactician.

ASSOCIATION 


FOOTBALL 


The game in England 
starts as a kick about 
probably in 13th or 14th 


century. 
When clubs _ were 
starting to be formed in the 


1860s they formed an 
Association so they could 
belong to an organising 
body. 

Hence the name. As 
other teams were formed 
around the world the names 
Association football are in 
their governing body’s 
titles. eg. ‘Central 
Queensland British 
Football Association’, 
formed prior to 1895. Also 
‘Southern British Football 
Association’ NSW about 
1890, 

The game in England is 
originally known as 
association —_ football; 
however, as time passed 
the word “association” has 
been dropped. The term 
soccer appears to be 
derived as a shortened 
corrupt version of the word 
“association”. 

Football: The term 
“football” means different 
sports in different places. It 
means American rules 
gridiron in USA, Canadian 
rules gridiron in Canada, 
football in England, rugby 
union in New Zealand, 
rugby league in NSW., 
Australian rules in 
Victoria, and Gaelic 
football in Ireland.

AUSTRALIA 


In order to differentiate 
the World Game, the name 
‘soccer’ is generally used. 
Aussie Rules and Rugby 
League captured the term 
football when they became 
the dominate winter codes 
in their respective areas of 
Australia in the 1930s and 
40s. 

They have maintained 
their position in the mass 
media, despite the 
overwhelming number of 
people playing soccer in 
Australia. 


ETHNIC NAMES 


Team names: Examples 
in foreign countries are as 
follows: — Corinthians 
(English gentlemen) and 
Juventude in the Sao Paulo 
league, Brazil; Newell’s 
Old Boys in Argentina; 
Young Boys in Bern, 
Switzerland; Vienna in 
Austria rather than the 
German spelling of Wien’ 
and Milan and Genoa 
rather than the Italian 
spelling of Milano and 
Genova respectively. 

Juventus, Inter Milan 
and Bologna use FC rather 
than the Italian AC.Hellas 
Verona is a Greek name in 
Italy. 

Shirts: The black and 
white striped shirt was 
originally worn by Notts 
County, England, which 
was formed in 1863. 
Juventus and probably 
Newcastle United are copy 
cats. 
Ethnic groups: There 


are probably over 100 
ethnic groups in Melbourne 
and Sydney. Therefore, 
only a small proportion of 
ethnic groups could have a 
team at the highest level. 


NICKNAMES 

The North American 
standard for each sporting 
team is to have a 
geographic name and a 
nickname. For instance, 
Edmonton Oilers (ice 
hockey), Edmonton 
Eskimos (Canadian 
football), Edmonton 
Trappers (baseball), and 
Edmonton — Brickmen 
(soccer). Note that 
brickmen is a furniture 
company! English teams 
also have nicknames such 
as Manchester United (Red 
Devils) and Arsenal 
(Gunners), but are not used 
in formal publications. 
Why? 


A POPULAR 
ENGLISH RUGBY 
UNION SAYING IN 
ENGLAND IS... 


Rugby is a ruffian’s 
game played by gentlemen, 
and soccer is a gentlemen's 
game played by ruffians. 
Therefore, formal club 
names are used to improve 
the image of the game. 
Australia has a different 
marketing problem 
compared to England. 


ACRONYMS AND 
ABBREVIATIONS 


Although many 
acronyms are used in a 
modern society, few people 
can give the meaning of an 
acronym. The main ones in 
use are SC, FC, and AC, 
Did you the soccer fan 
recognise these names 
immediately? Melbourne 
FC is a difficult name to 
recognise. Therefore, the 


use of acronyms should be 
avoided. One Sydney 
newspaper used the 
abbreviation “B'town” for 
both Bankstown and 
Blacktown; two teams 
playing in the same 
division. 


PRE-FEDERATION 

Before 1957, the game 
was essentially Anglo- 
Australian based upon 
district names without 
ethnic teams in the highest 
division, North Shore was. 
retained, whereas Prague 
and Sydney Austral were 
rejected in Sydney. 

In 1957, the Federation 
split away (the fourth split 
in NSW soccer history) 
from the Australian Soccer 
Association (still exists in 
NSW) to form a league 
with many teams that have 
ethnic names. 1995 appears 
to be the year of the change 
from ethnic teams to 
regional teams.

How do the teams meet 
the North American 
criteria: a geographic 
name and a nickname?

Secondly, soccer will be easy 
to find in the white pages of 
the telephone book. Therefore, 
no need to advertise in the 
yellow pages. 

Player’s Names on Shirts 

Fans go to see the players. 
The fan does not want a 
programme from which the 
names of players can be 
memorised. When a player 
performs a very skillful play,

The head of South 
Korea's 2002 World Cup bid 
has attacked FIFA for being 
secretive over TV rights 
negotiations and accused the 
international body of 
undervaluing the event. 

Chung Mong-Chun said 
the negotiations for the 
multi-million deal should be 
brought out into the open. 

‘The industrialist, who has 
led South Korea’s aggressive 
battle with Japan to stage the 
World Cup finals, also 
slammed what he saw as the 
undervaluation of the TV 
rights. 

Chung said talk of a 
$A1.34 billion bid for the 
2002 rights was nonsense 
and should be doubled to 
$A2,69 billion. 

“Historically the process 
and decision making on the 
marketing and TV rights 
contracts has been handled 
by very few people behind 
closed doors.” 

Chung said this must 
change and “more 
transparency is needed.” 

He said FIFA committees 
must become more involved 
in the dealing. 

“I do not propose a 
burdensome bureaucracy, 
but more people do need to 
be involved if we are to 
achieve greater 
transparency,” Chung said in 
a speech to the General 
Association of International 
Sports Federations (GAISF). 

“Greater transparency is 
essential because the World 
Cup has been financially 
undervalued. That will also

“There has already been 
talk of a one billion dollar 
bid for the marketing and TV 
rights of the 2002 World 
Cup. My understanding is 
that we should aim for twice 
that amount,” he said 
highlighting that this would 
be 20 times the figure for the 
1994 finals in the United 
States. 

FIFA president Joao 
Havelange was not among 
the world sports leaders 
listening to Chung. 
Havelange is staying away 
from the GAISF meeting in 
Seoul to avoid the lobby 
battle between South Korea 
and Japan. 

But a FIFA spokesman in 
Zurich said they had already 
started opening up decision- 
making for marketing and 
broadcasting rights.

It's not a 
question of swift action but 
of attitude,” he said.
